LETHRRIDGE, Nov. 26—The death 
at the Galt hospital of the 
Indian squaw, Mrs. Red Crow, re

Some interesting facts regarding 
fox farming are forthcoming from the 
Veterinary Director General, Dr. Tor- 
rance. In an article in The Agricul- 
tual Gazette of Canada for November 
he tells us that the main difficulty 
connected with the raising of foxes in 
captivity is the protecting of them 
from disease. It is noticeable that 
the female instead of giving birth to 
a litter of four or five at a time, as 
she does when free, rarely produces 
more than two, the average for the 
farms in Prince Edward Island being 
at the rate of one and a half. In- 
dividual fex ranchers, however. by 
care and improved metheds do suc- 
ceed in securing an increase of three 
or even four per pair. With a view to 
making this success more general, un- 
der the direction of Dr. Torrance, re- 
search work has been undertaken. 
Land and equipment have been ac- 
quired, two scientific experts from the 
Health of Animals Branch employed, 
six pairs of foxes from the Island 
ranches furnished, and a small labora- 
, fitted up for the studying of the 
diseases and parasites that affect the 
animals.

Public sentiment must play a large 
part in the campaign for better pro- 
tection of our feathered friends and

WORKS 
Hail insurance is practicilly only 
a term in Hastern Canada. but in the 


West it signifies something of vivid 
importance. Measures known as 
Municipal {fail Insurance Acts are in 
foyce in each of the Prairie Provinces. 
These Acts provide a system of 
mutual insurance under which rural 
municipalities can operate to tax each 
other for the granting of compensa- 
tion to individuals for losses incurred 
by hail, which are often very serious. 
How the system works out and the ex- 
tent to which it operates in Sask- 
atchewan and Alberta are set forth in 
the November number of The Agri- 


cultural Gazette of Canada. Each 
entitled to not 
more than five cents per acre for ev- 
ery one per cent of damage from hail 
he has sustained. To some this may 
not appear a very liberal provision, 
but when it is understood that the 
number of claims filed in 1919 in 
Saskatchewan were 7,838 and that the 
total indemnity paid amounted to 
$1,911,776 a different view will obtain, 
For one storm alone that occurred in 
July of the year referred to claims 
amounting to $1,100,000 were satis- 
fied.

Thoughtful people of nearly every 
class are looking over world condi- 
tions and the conclusions reached are 
not the most optimistic. 

Frederic Harrison, « prominent 
English writer and publicist and an 
eminent thinker, recently said: “The 
world has changed.

Dr. Stuart Holden, a noted British 
divine, speaking recently in New 
York said: “The war instead of being 
4 purifying influence on the world, 
has left economic and moral condi- 
tions in a worse state than before.”

of certain low materialistic ideals 
that had gripped a large portion of 
humanity and it was only one phase 
of the barvest of these ideals.
